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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-28 and 30-32 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. As per claim 1 and dependent claims 12-20, the examiner found no reference in the 
prior art that disclosed or made obvious an apparatus comprising a sensor and a bundle of optical 
fibers wherein: first and second end planes of the fiber bundle intersect at an intersection line; an 
orthogonal plane is defined orthogonal to a fiber direction of the bundle of optical fibers and the 
orthogonal plane intersects the intersection line at only one point as recited in independent claim 
1. 

4. As per claim 2 and dependent claims 3-8, the examiner found no reference in the prior 
art that disclosed or made obvious an apparatus comprising a sensor and a bundle of optical 
fibers wherein the optical fibers are capable of compressing and expanding an optical image into 
two image directions, whereby the second image is transverse to the first image direction as 
recited in independent claim 2. 

5. As per claim 9 and dependent claim 10, the examiner found no reference in the prior 
art that disclosed or made obvious an apparatus comprising a sensor and a bundle of optical 
fibers wherein the first end plane intersects the second section plane at a first line; the second end 
plane intersects the second section plane at a second line and the first line is traverse to the 
second line, as recited in independent claim 9. 

6. As per claims 21 and 22 and dependent claims 23-28, the examiner found no reference 
in the prior art that disclosed or made obvious an apparatus comprising a sensor and a bundle of 
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optical fibers wherein the bundle of optical fibers are capable of morphing into two formats 
whereby shapes of the two formats are different as recited in independent claims 21 and 22. 
7. As per claim 30 and dependent claims 31-32, the examiner found no reference in the 
prior art that disclosed or made obvious an apparatus comprising a scintillator, a sensor, and a 
bundle of optical fibers wherein the apparatus is capable of compression in a first image 
direction and expansion in a second image direction whereby the first image direction is 
transverse to the second image direction as recited in independent claim 30.
